Greative Work and Research 1974/1976 

All of 1974 and half of 1975 were utilized in library 
research in connection with a planned doctoral dissertation.... 
(I) was a member of the Art Education Division at the time)... 
beginning with a complete tit1e-by-tit1e review of all 
dissertation titles under both "Education” and "Fine Arts" 
headings in all volumes of the several dissertation indexes in 
the KSU Library; the development of a card file listing all 
titles relating to art education along with the author, 
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institution, year, advisor, and location in the index; in a 
search for studies relating to the thesis topic. 

Additionally, there was a review of all other pertinent 
written material and a search of literature relating to types of 
studies, interviewing techniques, and so forth. Finally, an 
extensive formal proposal was written and submitted to the 
doctoral committee at Indiana University in B1oom1ington, 

Indiana, which accepted it in June, 1975. 

Fall 1975 was utilized in gathering a variety of written 
materials from the Universitiy of Wisconsin where the study was 
to be based. A trip was made to Madison in December, 1975 to 
interview certain key people and orient myself to the campus 
prior to a subsequent visit. Winter 1975 involved the 
development of an extensive system of taxonomic categories for 
the latler organization of data and as a guide in the development 
of questions to be directed to interviewees. 

In April 1975 I made a second trip to Madison for five days 
of interviewing via tape recorder. The balance of the Spring and 
Summer involved transcribing twelve 90-minute tapes in longhand. 
In the Fall of 1976 I was involved with analysis of data and 
writing initial drafts of the first two chapters of the 
dis ser tation. 

Because of all this concentrated research activity, there 
was little time for studio activity....but I showed a "found 
wood” assembled sculplture in the 1974 Faculty Show and finished 
a 6*x 6* wool rya-kotted rug which I showd in the 1975 Faculty 
Show. This latter piece was subsequently exhibited in several 
juried and invitational shows. 

In the Winter of 1976 when it became clear that I would be 
leaving the Art Education Division to become Coordinator of the 
Crafts Division, I discontinued working on the dissertation so 
that I might devote my time to organizing the new Division and 
do my studio work. Since that time I have put together what I 
feel is a very respectible exhibition record. Most of my 
teaching is now in the fiber arts, my area of special interest, 
at both undergraduate and graduate levels.

Mr. Smith was born in 1927 in KendalIville, Indiana. He received his 
A.B.degree from Wittnnburg University in Fine Arts in 1952, his Master's in 
Art Education from Miami University in 1962, a certificate of design 
from the Traphagen School of Fashion in New York.
